A Great Moment in Black History

NOTE: In 2006, Mr. Pitts wrote this column based 
on an interview with Ron Stallworth, who, 12 
years later, is the subject of Spike Lee’s latest film, 
BlacKkKlansman. In 1979, Mr. Stallworth was an 
intelligence officer with the Colorado Springs police 
department. He infiltrated the Ku Klux Klan, a hate 
group, and even developed a relationship with 
leader David Duke. 


And now here’s this week’s episode of Great 
Moments in Black History. 


The year is 1979. Jimmy Carter is in office, disco 
is on the radio and Ron Stallworth has just joined 
the Ku Klux Klan. 


We are indebted to the Deseret Morning News, 
of Salt Lake City, for revealing this in an article 
earlier this month commemorating Stallworth’s 
retirement from the Utah Department of Public 
Safety. Since then, the story has made MSNBC, the 
Canadian Broadcasting Co. and blogs from here to 
eternity. 


And if you’re wondering why the fuss, well...it’s not 
every day that a black man becomes a Klansman. 


The story goes as follows: In ‘79, Stallworth was 
an intelligence officer with the Colorado Springs 
police, tasked with gathering information on 
subversive groups. One day he sees a classified 
ad: The KKK is forming a chapter and looking for 
members. So he calls. 


“This guy answered the phone,” he told me last 
week in a telephone interview. “I told him I saw

the ad and was interested. He asked me why. I 
told him I was a pure-blooded Aryan white man. 
I told him I was a victim of the Zionist Occupied 
Government because of ZOG’s preference for mud 
people, meaning blacks or anybody that’s not 
considered pure blood.” 


Stallworth’s deft use of the buzzwords of hate 
excited the Klan man, who was, in his day job, a 
soldier at nearby Fort Carson. The two made plans 
to meet. Stallworth gave a physical description of 
himself, accurate except for the minor matter of 
melanin. After he got off the phone, he recruited 
a colleague who matched his description—except 
for the minor matter of melanin—and sent him in. 


It worked. Stallworth filled out his application, paid 
his dues, became a Klansman. Some snafu delayed 
his membership card, though, so Stallworth went 
to the top to get it straightened out. “I called David 
Duke,” he said. 


Within a few days, Stallworth had his membership 
card, which he still carries. He says he handled Klan 
business by phone, sending in the white cop when 
face-to-face meetings were required. For a year, 
he said, he and Duke spoke once or twice a week. 
Once Stallworth asked Duke if he wasn’t afraid 
of being infiltrated by undercover cops, or maybe 
some smart-aleck black man posing as white. 


“He said, ‘No, I’m not concerned about that because 
I can always tell when I’m talking to a nigger.’ I said, 
‘How?’ He said, ‘The way they pronounce certain 
words or letters. Niggers tend to say the word ‘are,’ 
they say ‘are-uh.’ That’s a dead giveaway. I can tell 
you're an educated white man because you don’t 
talk that way.”

SOMETHING SKETCHY

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I asked Duke about all this by email. The Klan’s 
former bigot in chief, now president of something 
called the European American Unity and Rights 
Organization, professed no memory of Stallworth. “I 
don’t believe we talked much, if at all,” he wrote. The 
Klan he led, he said, was “legal and law-abiding.” 
He points to the fact that Stallworth’s investigation 
produced no arrests as proof. 


Stallworth, though, says that as an intelligence 
officer his aim was not to make arrests but to gather 
information. He says his investigation did head off 
a number of cross burnings. And that two soldiers 
moonlighting as Klansmen found themselves 
transferred to cold and distant posts. 


Here’s the kicker: After a year, Stallworth’s Klan 
contact called with the news that he, too, was being 
reassigned. He asked Stallworth to lead the chapter 
“because I had been a loyal and dedicated member.” 


Stallworth promised to get back to him. His bosses 
promptly shut offthe phone, closed the investigation. 
His career in the Klan was over. 


This Great Moment in Black History has been 
sponsored by the same old ignoramuses who still 
think melanin is destiny. 


Which only goes to show you what atavistic imbeciles 
they—ahem—are-uh.

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We have a wonderful Destin Aquatic center. It is not 
only a place for locals to swim laps, for school teams 
to practice, and for kids to play in a splash pool, 
it hosts numerous swim meets that bring families 
from all over to compete. Those families spend 
money in Destin. 


We've got an unbelievably popular dog park. 


We have parks that are just green spaces, places 
that provide a quiet place to sit on a bench and en- 
joy a bit of quiet. 


These parks work for us. They are one of the things 
that we got right. We need more of them. 


Modern day Destin was created in such a furious 
rush that we missed many opportunities. Since 
1970, Destin has weathered the effects of 100 dif- 
ferent developers. We’ve suffered through a mad 
dash of development of condos and strip centers, 
and there’s not much open land left. 


Destin wasn’t graced with an abundance of benevo- 
lent landowners. Burney Henderson sold a huge 
parcel of beachfront to the state in 1982. Henderson 
Park provides our town with 1.3 miles of beachfront 
that, if not for Mr. Henderson, would be another 
wall of condominiums. We needed more people like 
Mr. Henderson. 


We've spent decades selling ourselves to tourists 
and developers. We’ve sold ourselves short. 


There will be some redevelopment still to come in 
Destin. But surely we can agree that if Destin is not 
overdeveloped, it is certainly sufficiently developed. 
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It’s time to be selfish with what we have left. Let’s 
utilize grants and tax dollars to acquire property for 
our residents—and tourists. Let’s plant trees wher- 
ever we can. 


Let’s become a town known not just as The World’s 
Luckiest Fishing Village. Let’s become a town known 
not just as the world’s largest cluster of jet skis and 
pontoon boats. 


Let’s become a town known for being able to offer 
its residents plenty of places to enjoy. Let’s become 
a town where people can walk or ride a bike without 
getting killed. Let’s become a town with a ridicu- 
lous number of parks. Let’s become a town with a 
canopy of trees that is unlike any in the Panhandle. 


Let’s become a town that jealously guards the enjoy- 
ment of its residents.

Kyle Hastings: The Great Escape 


By Nikki Hedrick 


Kyle Hastings has called Navarre home for just 
over two years, although he grew up vacationing on 
our beaches. A recent transplant from Kentucky, 
he can be found several nights a week as a solo 
musician in Beachcomberland. 


“I grew up in churches playing church music,” 
says Hastings. “My dad was a preacher. I grew 
up playing at church, but I originally picked up a 
guitar because I wanted to learn every Blink-182 
song that was ever written. I learned a few of those, 
went to school, and I own an insurance agency— 
that’s my nine-to-five, and music is my second gig.” 


In Kentucky, Hastings had regular standing 
gigs, something that he worked to continue once 
he landed in the greater Destin region. “When 
I came here, that was the plan. There’s tons of 
opportunities here. Since I’m just a solo acoustic 
guy, there’s opportunities galore. This is the first 
season that I’ve been able to keep a full schedule.” 


With a little help from area musicians and referrals 
from friends, Hastings’ dance card continues to fill 
up. “Even people that have been in the game for 
a long time have been super helpful. Generous, 
which is great.” 


Hastings’ recurring gigs at both Village Door 
locations, AJ’s Oyster Shanty, and Al’s Beach Club 
have a lot more to offer than an extensive catalog 
of Blink-182 tunes. 


“The places I’m playing, there’s people from all 
different backgrounds, cultures, generations. My 
hope is that I’m not playing four hours of country 
music, I’m not playing four hours of oldies. My hope 
is that every person would hear a few songs that 
they love. Regardless of whether they’re a group of 
college students or a retired couple...in their 70s. 


“I primarily play a resonator guitar. They have a 
little extra of that Kentucky twang on it, but it’s 
going to give an Imagine Dragons song a totally 
different feel. Not in an eastern Kentucky hills 
twang, a cool twang.” When asked if his family 
might take that personally, he quickly replies, “I’m 
not from eastern Kentucky, so they can be mad all 
they want.” 


Hastings often talks about his life in seasons, 
including some when the guitar wasn’t his focus. “I 
had some seasons like that, where the guitar didn’t 
come out of the case for a while. And then, I think, 
you go to college and you’re super busy. You’re 
busy, but it’s not real life busy. You’re just doing 
whatever. Then life starts to happen and you’ve got 
to get a job, and then you meet somebody...real life 
begins. 


“It’s like, ‘Oh, man. I love hanging out with friends 
and partying. But man, I met this girl that’s wow. 
That love is...different.’ Life becomes more colorful 
and vivid. As a creative person, that stirs up 
something inside of you, something that you want 
to explore. Having a kid makes...life is in all new 
colors at that point.

“It’s like, ‘Man, this is just insane that we were able 
to create this thing.’ As annoying as he is when 
he throws stuff out the car window and crap like 
that.” Hastings’ son is three, and one assumes it is 
a habit he will soon outgrow. 


“A lot of the places I play, these people, these are 
families or groups of friends on vacation—they’re 
escaping real life for a week, really. I just really 
want to, I guess, enhance that mindset for them at 
shows. I want to play something that’s going to take 
them even deeper to this escape...” 


Although Hastings has a few original songs up his 
sleeve, they are rarely performed unless special 
circumstances present themselves. “I have a three- 
year-old, hell come to a lot of gigs. If he’s at a gig, 
he’s going to wander up on the stage at some point 
and act like a clown. If the time is right, maybe Pll 
play a song that I’ve written for him. I’m not doing 
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that if everybody is having a good time. In the right 
setting, maybe. 


“l’m at the point, honestly, where I’m not doing this 
to get famous for myself. I don’t necessarily care 
about that. I used to. At this point, it’s like, if I can 
help people have a great time, then that’s good for 
me.” 


Hastings has performed in front of thousands of 
people. “In my 20s, I played in huge rooms and 
baseball stadiums,” he says. “That was great, and 
I enjoyed that. But at this point, where I’m at in 
life with family, that’s just not as important to 
me. And I have just as good of a time now setting 
up my tiny little Bose system in 10 minutes and 
yukking it up with a couple locals that come out 
to the shows every night, just helping set a great 
atmosphere. Give people a nice little escape for a 
couple of hours.”

There’s New Orleans (“Tchoupitoulas”), Cuban-ish 
(“Full Moon in Havana”) and bits and pieces of bop 
and cool jazz. All hands shine, but Lawrence, Rosnes 
and Allen are especially prominent, confidently 
trading back and forth.

John Berry

Country artist John Berry has a 
prolific recording history and is 
perhaps best known for the song 
“Your Love Amazes Me.” 


Berry has a relaxed stage presence 
while he tells true stories about 
small town life in between songs to 
which the crowd seemed to know 
every beat. He has a versatile voice 
that can encompass a New York- 
style croon, ‘60s soul, or gravel- 
infused country. 


Whether Berry was front and center 
with only an acoustic guitar in hand 
or backed by his five-piece band, he 
tackled each song with finesse. The 
band included his wife Robin on 
backing vocals and their youngest 
son Caelan James on drums. 


Berry and his wife had an easy and 
comical back-and-forth reminiscent 
of great duos of years past. After 
John performed Neil Young’s “Heart 
of Gold,” Robin quipped, “This is 
the only song he knows on the

harmonica, but he knows it really 
well.” To which John replied, “I’ve 
got one song on the harp, and I’ve 
got one dance move.” 


When it comes to songwriting, 
John admitted he missed the 
art of collaboration. “I miss that 
camaraderie with guys, just pouring 
your heart out.” 


Attendees were treated not only to 
John’s most popular songs, but a 
few brand new ones, including a 
quiet acoustic song in loving honor 
of John’s father. 


Although the songs were the focus of 
the evening, the story of the Berrys’ 
meeting with John Denver was my 
personal highlight of the night. 
“There he was, John Denver—he 
was seven-foot-12,” John said one 
of his idols. It was a wonderful 
reminder that even hitmakers can 
get flustered and tongue-tied when 
facing an icon.

I discovered I’m Skewed Filipino 
Restaurant & Market by chance, 
driving through Niceville on my way 
to the Mid-Bay Bridge. Within a week 
my family and I stopped by for dinner. 
The restaurant sits in a small row of 
shops on Highway 20 East (a/k/a SR- 
20) There’s a table and chairs outside, 
but it was a rainy night, so we ducked 
indoors. 


The market section lies to the 
immediate right, a corner with racks 
and shelves of boxes, bags and bottles 
of Filipino and Southeast Asian 
staples, spices, condiments, canned 
and boxed foods. They sell canned 
coconut cream (which my dairy-averse 
wife uses to make ice cream) at about 
half what we’d been paying at our 
regular grocery store. Check it out— 
you might find some bargains of your 
own. 


That can wait until after dinner, 
though. Walking straight ahead 
toward the back will put you in front of 
a buffet-style cart of house specialties, 
allowing you to see what’s available. 
There’s a chalkboard menu on the 
wall, offering dinner combos of one, 
two or three meat or vegetable entrees 
with a choice of sides. 


Every item is labeled, and if you are 
not familiar with Filipino cuisine, 
the staff—it’s very much a family 
business—can answer your questions. 
Once you order and pay, you take 
your food to an adjoining dining room, 
where there are tables, a self-service 
fountain for soft drinks, seating along 
the wall, and a pool table. 


Filipino cuisine resists easy 
classification. It’s a hybrid of Indian, 
Chinese, Spanish, and American 
cooking, with cultural contributions 
from more than 100 ethnic and 
linguistic groups of people in the 
Philippine islands. Pork and chicken 
are foundational, along with fish, rice 
and noodles. Roasting and grilling are 
popular cooking methods, and there’s 
plenty of spice, rich sauces and stews, 
fruits and vegetables. 


One of the emblematic dishes is lechon 
(whole roast pig), which I’m Skewed 
offers every Saturday (first come, first 
served). 


The menu can vary, but the night we 
were there they were serving chicken 


sisig (grilled chopped meat with 
onions, chili and lemon juice), pork 
Bicol Express (pork with chilis and 
coconut milk), chicken adobo (chicken 
with vinegar, soy sauce, and pepper), 
chicken afritada (stewed with carrots, 
bell peppers, peas and _ potatoes), 
chicken teriyaki, grilled marinated 
pork and chicken skewers, curry, 
dinuguan (pork stewed with pigs 
blood, vinegar and spice—sold out 
that night, unfortunately), pancit (thin 
noodles with vegetables), rice, and 
lumpia (a cousin of fried spring roll, 
filled with ground beef, also available 
filled with banana). 


Other items listed on sample menus 
include kare-kare (stew with peanut 
sauce), pinakbet (sautéed mixed 


vegetables), and pork sinigang (in sour 
soup with vegetables). 


My wife and I decided to get a two- 
entree and a three-entree combo, with 
pancit, lumpia and soup as sides. Our 
daughter Grace could graze. She was 
more interested that night in playing 
on the pool table, a new skill she more 
or less acquired by watching some of 
the other kids in the restaurant. 


We ordered pork Bicol Express, stewed 
chicken, chicken teriyaki, chicken 
sisig and chicken adobo. Portions 
are generous, and with the sides and 
a cup of soup (I think it might have 
been pork bone broth, but did not get 
a chance to ask) we ended up taking 
some home. 
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Dig in, Niceville... ’m Skewed 
Filipino Restaurant 


It was a carnivore’s treat, with lots of 
tender chunks and shreds of chicken 
and pork. The meats are cooked down 
to melting tenderness, and the root 
vegetables add sweetness, texture and 
an extra layer of comfort. The sisig was 
our all-time favorite, rich but tangy, 
with a spicy kick. The teriyaki was 
less sweet than what you commonly 
get, and that was fine with me. 


Lumpia is one of those finger foods 
that can easily become a habit. They’re 
slightly thinner than traditional spring 
rolls (almost like Mexican flautas), 
stuffed full of meat and fried snapping 
crisp. The house probably sells a lot of 
lumpia party trays on game weekends. 


The menu listed some desserts—flan, 
banana lumpia, and halo halo (a 
cold, evaporated milk-based sweet 
with fruits and other garnishes). We 
passed, though I’d like to give the 
latter a try sometime. 


I’m Skewed started out as a food truck 
business in the Eglin Air Force Base 
area (still in operation), and the truck 
reportedly serves some 200 customers 
daily. The opening of the dine-in 
restaurant and grocery in Niceville 
can only broaden the fanbase. It’s a 
club worth joining.
